Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My vinyl coat hung in the closet 
next to a dress that was in a plastic dry cleaner’s bag 
with printing on it The printing came off on my good 
vinyl coat and ruined it. I wish someone would tell me 
how to remove these stains — MRS A S. 
DEAR MRS. A.S. — Yours is a question with a lot of 
guess in it. I suppose such stains would be identified as 
ink stains, but I would recommend taking the coat to the 
dry cleaner before trying anything yourself. If you must 
experiment, remember that is just what you are doing 
— experimenting. Try turpentine, since that is 
recommended for removing printer’s ink. Test on an in­ 
conspicuous inside corner first. One part alcohol in two 
parts water will work on some inks, but never use this 
on acetate rayon. Test since there is a chance of fading. 
Anything you try is going to be a gamble. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Mary R can use a piece of masking tape 
to hold the receiver lever and buttons down so she can dust and 
disinfect around her phone. — MARY H 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for anyone who needs to 
firm up in front and tone down in back — that is providing you 
have a six to twelve month-old baby around. I never seem to 
find the time to exercise, so I started combining exercise for 
me and playtime for my eight-month-old baby.

In October, 1598, Don Juan 
de Onate visited a large 
Indian village atop a mesa in 
central New Mexico 
The people who lived there 
called it Cueloze; he named

Humanas It was the largest 
community in that part of

po riant trading center 
It 
was almost HOO years old 
w'hen he arrived 
Today, we know this as a 
ruin, set aside in 1909 by 
President William Howard 
Taft to he preserved for your 
enjoyment 
and 
the en 
joyment of your children, 
and their children We know 
it as Gran Quivira National 
Monument 
Cueloze (iran 
Quivira 
was a spot where cultures 
met and blended 
After it 
was “ discovered 
by Onate 
it became an important link 
in 
the Spanish 
Mission 
System and today stands as 
a memorial to this system 
which partially succeeded in 
Christianizing Indians 
You should begin 
your 
visit at the National Park 
Service Visitor ( enter The 
short 
audiovisual presen 
lotion will set the stage for 
your tour thru the ruins 
Without this preparation you 
may see only a collection of 
crumbling ruins And while 
you’re there, take time to 
view the exhibit of artifacts 
of this earlier age Before 
you leave for the .'lo minute 
walk thru the ruins, get a 
copy of the trail guide You 
can buy it or borrow a copy 
You will first walk through 
a small section of excavated 
ruins There are 21 separate 
pueblo ruins in the 611 acres 
of the Monument, most of 
them remain unexcavated 
Beyond these ruins is the 
ruin of the first or 
“old" 
church This was started in 
162H by the Franciscan 
Father Alonso de Benevides 
'Die year before he preached 


a sermon in the plaza and 
reported that 
“ the whole 
pueblo was converted ” This 
is the ruin of San Isidro 
Your walk takes you through
